heagy fighting tn which the British 
artillery was brought into play. The 
most strenuous fighting late in the day 
was proceeding tn the centre of the 
line west of Lens and on a little 
front near the left of the northwest 
positions but the whole line was a 
seething cauldron. The Canadians 
have achieved their immediate object 
by drawing their lines still closer 
about the heart of the city and their 
goal, unless the German counter at- 
tacks succeed, By today’s attack the 
Canadians have eained possession of 
many railway embankments and col- 
Mery sidings which afford excellent 


positions for either offensive or de- 
fensve ' operatione, 
The Canadian assault extendsd 


from the northwest environs of the 
city to positions in the southwest sub- 
urbs and as the Germans were already 
advancing to attack the new Canadian 
defences the fighting quickly assumed 
the character of one of the most san- 
guinary conflicts which this battle- 
scarred theatre has seen. On the 
northwest, the Canadians and Germans 
clashed in No Man's Land, as the first 
gray streaks of day were appearing. 
From the start it was a struggle with 
hand bombs and bayonets, but the 
Canadians threw themselves upon the 
enemy with "such fierceness that the 
Germans were forced to withdraw, 
battling step by step until the Cana- 
dians had pentrated their positions to 
a depth of several hundred yards and 
taken up new posts which they are 
holding against bitter counter thrusts, 

A circular line around which the op- 
posing forces now ‘are fighting is 
drawn close about the city proper, 
which the Germans had _ fortified 
themselves in concrete cellars and 
dugouts. 

No estimates of casualties or prison- 
ers is yet possible but captured Ger- 
mans were beginning to arrive back 
ef both fronts at an early hour.

It was the story of Dr, Wiiliam | 


Greene, M.D., D.D.8., Treasurer of the | 
American Aeronautical society, who 
had, the day previous, carried two 
passengers for a distance of half a} 
mile and thus won the J, Leo Stevens | 
cup. That was in 1909, 

Today fiights of 600 miles are so) 
common that they are not even men- 
tioned in the dispatches and no well) 
regulated war plane ever sails aloft 
without an observer or two. Asa 
matter of fact flights with two pas- 
sengers for hundreds of miles are very | 
very common—there fs a regular air- 
bus between London and the French | 
battle-front. 

And where its Dr, Greene? No; he} 
4s not dead, as many of the pioneers | 
of aviation are, Neither is he in the | 
war department, preparing plans or 
working In conjunction with the gov- | 
ernment in planning to beat Germany | 
by superiority in the air, The repre- 
sentative of the Bulletin found’ him 
three hundred and fifty miles from 
the nearest railroad—driving an ox 
team behind a plow, breaking the vir- 
gin soil of his homestead on the far- 
away northern Alberta prairies, near 
Hudson's Hope, B.C,, to be exact. 

If you will find a fairly modern 
geography and turn to the section de- 
voted to Western Canada you wilil| 
find the Province of Alberta, Up to-/ 
ward the top of the map you will find 
the Peace River, which flows ecast- 
ward and then north, eventually find- 
ing an outlet into the Arctic by means 
of the McKenzie River. Up toward 
the source of this river, you may he 
able .to find a point marked Hudson's | 
ifope. This place is two hundred and | 
fifty miles from Peace River Cross- 
tng, which in turn is three hundred 
und fifty miles northwest of Edmon- | 
ton. | 

A Far Call 

Yes, it is a far call from driving an | 
neroplane to driving a team of oxen, | 
slong the upper reaches of the mighty 
Peace. But strange things happen in 
this vast northland—stranger things 
than fiction ever pictures, 

Perhaps by the time this is pub- | 
lished Dr. Greene will not be driving 
a team of oxen along the banks of | 
the Peace, but will again be guiding 
an aeroplane and doing it for the} 
United States government—but ‘that | 
fa another story.” 

Those who took an interest in the | 
@arly struggles of the pioneers of} 
aviation, who remember the days when 
the birdmen would go out with their 
machines early In the morning to con- 
duct their experiments so that, in case 
of failure, they would not be the pub- 
lie’s laughing stock, will recall that in 
those days Dr. William Green was 
known as “one of the leading ama- 
teur aviators of New York City.” He 
was an amateur because he conducted 
his experiments, loved the game; he 
made his living as a dentist, his office 
being in the Knabe building. Later 
he gave up dentistry and started a 
factory In Rochester, New York. where 
he turned out a number of machines, 
the “Greene” machine then being a 
distinct model, At the same time Or- 
ville and Wilbur Wright were conduct- 
ing their experiments down at Kill- 
devil hill, West Virginia, while Glenn 
Curtiss was pioneering at Hammonds- 
port. | 


The Battle of Finances 

Then came the battle—the battle of 
finances. The Wrights, backed by 
capital, threatened to sue Dr. Greene 
for infringement of patent, to which 
Dr. Greene replied by sending Roy 
Knabenshue, who was working for 
them, back with the complete work- 
ing plans of the Greene type of mach- 
ine and almost dared the Wright Bros, 
to bring sult for damages. Incidental- 
ly the Wrights never did. 

But Dr. Greene was not backedsby 
the capital that his rivals were, with 
the result that he failed in business 
He dropped every cent of his twen- 
ty-nine thousand, That was five years 
“Ugo. 

And so Dr, William Greene disap 
peared from the public gaze; he went 
into the fastness of northern Alberta, 
worked near Athabasca’ for a time 
and then went back into the unsur- 
veyed part of the province where some 
of the best agricultural lands lie. 

At that time there was no Edmon-

The regular adjourned meeting was 
not until the evening, but council sat 
informally throughout the afternoon 
in order to get ahead with the  busi- 
ness, The heads of departments at- 
tended and gave infromation as to 
their workings. Eventually the es- 
timates were passed with but little va- 
rlation from the figures originally pre- 
sented, the tax mill value of 26.60 
struck and the by-law sanctioning the 
tax levy adopted. 

Discounts and penalties on tax pay- 
ments were changed this year and go

There will have to be some revision 
of the estimates to provide for an in- 
crease of five cents per thour for civic 
laborers, which, owing to increased

The total amount required is $2,- 


659,608.09, and li is imade up as fol- 
lows: For general municipal purposes, 
$1,071,823.31. Against this there fs an 
estimated revenue of $234,789.84, 
bringing the amount actually requir- 
ed down to $837,033.48. There is a 
reduction of 126,128 in the expendi- 
ture for municipal purposes against 
against ‘the actual expenditure of 
1916, but the estimated revenue for 
1917 shows a reduction of $19,767.81 
against that of 1916, Other estimated 
totals are: General debenture interest 
and redemption, $894,606.27, a reduc- 
tion of $21,068.83 against 1916; public 
school district, $660,000, an increase of 
$10,000 over last year; Edmonton sep- 
arate school district, $80,000, same as 
1916; library ‘board, $32,000, showing 
$2,698.42 less than 1916; allowance for 
discount on taxes paid, $156,028.34, 
bringing the total up to $2,659,668.09.

Alton how many men were being em- 
ployed who received the standard 
wage of 30 cents per hour. 

Supt, Alton replied that he could not

to the Increased cost of living, it was | 


necessary for these people to have a 
higher rate of pay. Thirty cents per 
hour for an eight-hour day would not 
now produce the necessaries of life.

That the supposed break 
with Messrs. Bourassa and Rogers 
is intended to leave the Premier 
less liable to censure is not to be 
doubted. It may enable him to for- 
tify his position by introducing 
some new elements into the Gov- | 
ernment. Whether they will! 
be strong enough to carry him 
through the elections is another | 
matter. Sir Robert has demon- 
strated as no predecessor ever did 
that he is not competent to direct 
a Government in peace or in war. | 
To persuade the public that he} 
could direct another Government | 


more successfully and creditably 
than he has done the present one | 
would be no easy task under any | 
circumstances. It will not be 
made easier by his delay in under- | 
taking the supposed purging of | 
his political affiliations until it| 
could be delayed no Jonger.

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| FOOD REGULATIONS | 


r--—-----—— ae ee ee eng? 


The new food regulations have been 
published in an extra edition of the 
Canada Gazette. They are reproduced 
here for purposes of general informa 
tion: ° 
At the government house at Ottawa, 
Thursday, the 9th day of August, 1917. 
Present, His Excellency the Governor 
General in council. 

His Excellency the Governor Gen- 
eral in council is pleased on the rec- 
ommendation of the right honorable 
the »rime minister to approve the fol- 
lowing regulations, which have been 
mude by the food controller under the 
powers conferred upon him by the 
order in council of the 16th June, 1917, 
and the same are hereby approved ac- 
cordingly: 

Regulations iH agp to Public Eat- 
ng Places 

1. For the purposes of these regula- 
tlons (a) the expression “pubiic eat- 
ing place” includes any hotel, restaur- 
ant, cafateria, club or other place 
where meals to the number of twenty- 
five or more per diem are sold and 
served to persons other than members 
of the family or household of the pro- 
prietor; (b) the expression “bacon” 
shal! include cured (either pickled or 
smoked) sides, backs, hams, and any 
portion of what is termed in the trade 
Wiltshire sides, 

2. At any public eating place 


2. (a) 
beef shall not be served at more than 
one meal on any day, and on Teusdays 
and Fridays none shall be served; (b) 
Bacon shall not be served at more 
than one meal on any day, and on 
Tuesdays and Fridays none shall be 
served; (c) At every meals at which 
white bread is served there shall also 
be served some substitute or subs:'t- 
tutes, such as corn bread, oat cakes, 
potatoes, etc.; (d) There shall ve 
prominently displayed a printed notice 
to the effect that all persons in order- 
ing their food ought to consider the 
needs of Great Britain and her allies 
and the.r armies for wheat, beef an 
bacon, and that the food: controller 
requires the public to do everything 
in their power to make these sommo- 
ditie# available for export by eating as 
little as possible of them, and by mak- 
ing use of substitutes and avoiding 
waste. 

Regulations Relating to Use of Wheat 
in Manufacture of Alcohol 

No person shall use any wheat in 
the distillation or manufac: ure of ol- 
cohol unless such alcohol is to to be 
used for manufacturing or munitions 
purposes, and no person shall use 
wheat in the distillation or manufac- 
ture of alcohol for manufacturing or 
munitions purposes unless such per- 
son has obtained a license therefor 
from the food controller of Canada. 
Ne fee shal! be payable for any such 
license. 

His Bxcellency is further pleased, 
under the provisions of the war meas 
ures act, 1914, to make the following 
regulations, and the same are hereby 


made and established ar :oPilagly. 
1. The proprietor or manager of 
any public eating: place ‘n whiern any 


violation of the above regulations re- 
lating to public eating places as there- 
in defined has taken place, and any 
clerk, employee or servant violating 
any of the said regulations shail be 
guilty of an offence and shall be lia- 
ble upon summary conviction, for the 
first offence, to a penalty not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars and not less 
than twenty-five dollars, and tor each 
subsequent offence to a penalty not 
exceeding five hundred dollars and 
not less than one hundred dollars, or 
to imprisonment for any terms not ex- 
ceeding three months or to both fine 
and imprisonment, 

2. Any person violating any of the 


provisions of the regulation relating to} 


the use of wheat in the distillation or 
manufacture of alcohol shall be guilty 
of an offence and shal! be liable upon 
summary conviction to a penalty not 
exceeding five thousand dollars.

England was not allied with the 
United States during the Spanish-

eradicated from a house, and how can 
this be most effectively accomplished.

Moths ean only be eradicated from 
a house by carefully brushing any gar- 
ments which may have. been attacked 
by them and hanging the clothes out 
in the bright sun light. Any parts of 
a clothes cupboard where the moths 
could possibly gather should be well 
washed with a strong solution of cam- 
phorated alcohol and cainphor balls 
should be left, particulariy where furs 
are stored, If the smell of camphor 
is objectionable the best protection is 
to place the garments in a moth-proof 
bag after they have been well shaken 
and brushed all over. Moth-proof bags 
can be purchased for a very small 
price at most of the druggists. 

Valuable furs are best protected by 
storing them with some reputable firm 
of furriers who will at the same time 
insure them at small cost against fire 
| and burglars,
